"The Secretary of State and the Secretary of Defenae, '' Jackson said, 
"are the President's most important advisers in the field of national security. 
Our Subcommittee is now seeking their counsel on these three questions: 
Is our government now effectively organized to identify and plan ahead on the 
critical issues of national survival? Are we now adequately organized for 
effective coordination of policies? Where is there room for constructive reform * 
The hearings will commence at 10:00 a.m. in Room 3302, New Senate 
Office Building. 


The current series of Subcommittee hearings ia focused on the Nat~ 
ional Security Council and the problems of coordination between departments 


and agencies in the national security field. Earlier, the Subcommittee heard 
testimony from former Ambassadors George F, Kennan and W. Averell 
Harriman. Hearings will continue throughout the remainder of the session. 


The Subcommittee on National Policy Machinery was established last 
year for the purpose of making the first full review of the national security 
process since the passage of the National Security Act of 1947, Its study ig 
nonpartisan, Serving with Jackson on the Subcommittee are Senators 
Hubert H, Humphrey (D.,Minn.), Edmund S, Muakie (D., Me.), Karl E, 
Mundt (R.,S.Dak.), and Jacob K, Javits (R., N.Y, ).
